Sharpness at least G6 but this one was 
bangedaround quite a bit. About 75% of the designs are stillclear. 
Chocolate brown. Reverse rotated 35° clockwise. 

2. 1794 C-9 R2 AG3. G5 obv, rev weak. Few scratches.Brown color. 


ATTRACTIVE 1794 C-9 

3. 1794 C-9 R2 VF20. The obverse is a choice VF25+; the reverse is 

VF20 with some hairline scratches and a mint-made planchet crease 
on the rim over TED. Choice glossy tan and light brown. State

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4. 1795 C-5b R4 G4. Glossy light brown. Date is weak as usual but 

the obverse dentilation is complete. Late die state with strongly 
cracked reverse. 107.42 grains (struck on a spoiled cent planchet).

5. 1797 C-3b R4 AG3. Lettered edge. Obverse G4 or slightly better 

rev AG3. DArk brown with evenly corroded surfaces. Free of any 
marks or damage. Edge letters sharp, (photo). 


6. 1803 C-l R1 F12. Sharpness VF20 with some roughness in the 
right obverse field and an old scrape on the cheek. Glossy chocolate; 
the reverse a bit lighter. Breen state V+ with crack at MER but no 
crack at ITED. 

7. 1803 C-l R1 G6. Sharpness VG with a few tiny digs on obverse. 
Medium brown. Curved planchet clip over ER in LIBERTY.

Choice frosty light brown with traces of mint 
red. Multiple sets of clash marks on both sides. A nice piece. 

26. 1835 C-l R1 VF35. Glossy brown with some frost in protected 
areas. Multiple clash marks on both sides. 

Breen state III, one of the early 
business strikes.

A verynice 1794 
cent.

Sharpness VF25; dark chocolate with some 
light porosity, mostly on the obverse. Middle die state with obverse 
radial crack at K-8 and strongly impressed dentils below date and 
bust.

Latest die state with crack to lowest curl very strong.
